WHERE DO OUR DUES GO? 


Well that’s a long story! 1’ll briefly sum up 1980 for you. 
To start with, the newsletter you are now reading is the largest 
expense for the club. We print 350 copies each month at an 
average cost of $60. That’s just printing, now add $15 a month 
for postage. Don't worry about adding it all up because it 
Computes to an actual 1980 expense of $904.29. 

Your next question is, “why 350 copies?” How many of 
you first learned about our club by picking up a copy of the 
ZERO BEAT at your favorite electronics store? There goes 
about 125 copies or more. We have 110.6667 paid members 
who all get a copy. The figure | just mentioned came from 
dividing $664 income from dues) by $6.00, Exact! Not quite; 
simple, yes! The main thing is to show we distribute about 
another 125 copies to active members, 

Now we have newly noted and sometimes forgotten (not 
intentionally!) lifetime members. In order to keep our ZERO 
BEAT staff's imaginations fresh, we exchange papers with 
other clubs. We also try to keep ‘'those in influential places 
informed by sending ZERO BEAT to several ARRL people as 
well as HQ in Newington. Advertisers deserve a copy or two, 

‘As you can see $664 (dues) doesn't come close to covering 
the cost of ZERO BEAT. Fortunately there is help, 
Advertising income was $260.50 bringing the total income to 
$924.50. With dues and ads we broke even with a small excess 
of $20. No problem if that is all the PPRAA did all year. 

We have other expenses that allow us to have club meetings 
and some security as a group. Two specific expenses that were 
necessary last year: the summer months use of Sabin cost the 
Club $56.25 and re-instatement of Incorporation status with 
the State of Colorado was $110. 

Now for some of the more FUN things the club finances, 
Field Day (why should that cost anything?) came to $91.32 
“For what?" Well, if you'll remember, we lost our Black 
Forest site a couple of years ago. Instead of my back yard, it 
‘was more desireable to hold it in the Pike National Forest, but 
it does cost some money to use. There is a “use permit”, an 


approved sanitation facility that we had to rent, and of course, 
breakfast on Sunday morning for the operators. 

It would be unfair to ask individuals to pick up the tab for 
the rest of FD requirements such as: gas for the generators, 
antenna parts, last minute fix-up needs; to name a few. 

The “annual picnic". The club provides the liquid 
refreshments, charcoal, and charcoal lighter every year. Last 
year it came to $71.06, 

So far we have spent $328.63 of our $20 excess. We stil 
need to spend $156.22 for things like: flowers for the family 
‘of a silent key lifetime member, donation to AMSAT to help 
rebuild due to the loss of Phase III, tubes for the club Collins 
rig, CCARC dues and reimbursement to our CCARC 
representatives for some of the expenses incurred while 
representing PPRAA. 

What this all boils down to is a deficit of $464 if we didn't 
have something else to fall back on. 

Last year was a very good year due to the Swap fest as it 
brought in $858. Now we are in the black ink again, We have 
$394 to play with, We must consider what the club had when 
we started the year, $221, At this point it looks good, as the 
treasury is now approximately $173 heavier. “No problem”, 
you say! Let’s suppose Swapfest was not as successful. What 
would have happened if it only brought in around $400? We 
would be back in the red more than $200, This shouldn’t be 
too hard to imagine because the 1979 Swapfest only brought 
in $312. 

By now, you're thinking this article has been written to 
justify the increase in dues recently voted on at the November 
meeting. You're right, but more importantly, whether the 
membership voted in the increase or not, you all deserve a 
re-cap of where the dues go. 

‘As most of us have undoubtedly had to pass up a “good 
deal” on ham gear because it would seriously drain our 
personal financial reserves, the club is just as vulnerable to 
having to "pass up” something the membership would like to 
do if there were little or no reserve,

Ken Holloway, KA@DST, reports that Dave Acree has been 
in touch with the “Powers that be” at Peterson A.F.B. with 
reference to the club using their facilities for our SWAP Meet. 
At this time, the date is still open; but should be April 12th or 
26th with the 12th being the primary date. Ken also says we 
need at least six warm bodies to direct traffic in the parking 
lot, Ken further reports that he has already got together 
several thousand dollars worth of door prizes for the event. 
Good going Ken! 

Secretary, Bill Allen, KFQW, reported that the signs ordered 
from 73 Magazine and paid’ for in half by Leroy Smith, 
WBOLTY, and in half by the club, have indeed arrived. 

The secretary reported that a line of communication with 
the ARRL has been opened with reference to their 
“interference task force”. It is hoped that our club can both 
contribute to and benefit from their efforts. The secretary also 
reported that lines of communication have been opened with 
the Federal Government, the State of Colorado and the City 
of Colorado Springs with the hope that the club may obtain 
tax free status and a tax exempt number for our purchases. 
(Subsequent to the meeting the forms came.)

For example, if we did not have some reserve we wouldn't 
have been able to purchase the call books from CCARC to 
re-sell, The sale of the books is designed to boost our reserves, 
but the $100 boost wouldn’t cover the deficit if the Swapfest 
didn’t go as well as it did. 

Looking back at 1980 and into 1981 we all see higher 
prices that's true. Could this have been the reason the fall 
Swapfest the CMARC club sponsored had so few attendees? 
Could this happen to the 1981 PPRAA Swapfest? Could prices 
increase to a point where the only outside activity is the 
monthly club meetings, FD, or the picnic? If your answer is 
‘yes to any or all of these, then the club's well-being should be 
of great importance. 

For the past four years the dues have been discussed by the 
board, but no action was taken. If there had been, | doubt 
1981's dues would be any less than $12 a year. If dues had 
been raised a small amount per year | doubt the reserves 
would have been any better. Starting 1981 with $12 will 
probably give the club a better reserve level if Swapfest is as 
good as 1980 but is it worth the gamble? 

In conclusion, | hope I've been able to show the real picture 
of how the finances work and solve the mystery of “Why raise 
the dues when our treasuter says ‘we have X number of 
dollars! at each-meeting?” 

One final note, I'm sure some of you have some questions 
about specifics, The club records are not classified therefore 
I'd be happy to answer any question for club members at any 
club meeting — It's your club!

Committee,

has been requested, but not yet confirmed, 

The money presented to the club by Colorado Motorcycle 
Trail Riders, $200, is earmarked for club equipment use. It 
will be used to purchase coax, baluns, or whatever is needed to 
repair or replenish club equipment.
